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alſo, what calumnies this ſame Church of yours 
is wont to put upoi thoſe that ſeparate themſelyes 
trom her, andeſpecially when they are of my Cha- 
racer: I know ſhe forgets nothing that may cry 
them down, and blemiſh their - Reputation. 
This reaſon engaged me alſo to make publick the 
true motives of my Converſion, to dire& them to 
you, and to write you this Letter ; that all peo- 
ple might know what your ſimple Prifts and 
Monks are capable of, when they lee a great Pre- 
late, who honour'd me ſo long with his eſteem 
and protection, become on a ſudden one of my 
greateſt Enemies, and run into Inve&tives with 
an Anger unbecoming his Character, as ſoon as 
he apprehended I deſigned to forlake his Church, 

I donot deny, Sir, and I am obliged to acknow- 
ledge, you gave me a thouſand marks of your 
Bounty : This to your Recommendation I owe, 
that I was very welcome at Monſeur Le Pelletier, 
Comptroler of the King's Exchequer; and that 
Monlieur de Menars, Intendant of Pajis, fayour'd 
me with his particular Prote&tion. Moreover, 
though my kindred might have the Honour to be 
known, and a little conſider'd by Monſieur the 


Chancellor; your Favour and Authority was not | 
needleſs to me in reducing to Reaſon the Inhabi- | 
rants of Souilly; which 1 had not proſecuted in |

: You cauſed me to Preach in your Cathedral 
Church, and in your Prelence, on the molt So- 
lemn day of the Year; and my Sermon was not 
only approved, bur alſo applauded by you. [1 
was welcome nor only in your Houſe, burt-alfo 
at your Table and in your Coach: All things 
were pleaſant to me ar your Court, and your kind- 
neſs towards me'cauſed great Jealoufie of me in 
many her good People. 

'Tis moſt certain your favour and affetion 
was ſo great to me, that you would never be- 
lieve what ſeveral People cold you of me,viz. That 7 
neelefed the Celebrating of Maſs; That 1 Preached no 
more; That I was always m the Company of the Pro- 
teſtants ; That 1 compelled them not to obey to your will ; 
That I ſtayed for nothmg' but the Prince of Orange's 
coming into France to Reform my Church; And that at 
laſt 1 overthrew by my behaviour #1 this Countrey, all 
that your Zeal Endeavour'd to Eſtabliſh, 

My Kindred, which feared for many Reaſons 
I would abandon vour Church, informed you of 
all they knew about thar buſineſs : My Brother 
De Lignteres, Collonel, who was long ſince in your 
Town with his Regiment, ſpoke to you of nothing 
elſe; if by Divine Providence you had nor been 
prejudiced againſt all theſe reports, which yer 
were really grounded, as you may ſee now, this 
unnatural Brother, who hates me only becaule 
B reproach'd

reproach'd him with his Licentious ſort of Life, 
would have ſent to me many of -his Soldiers to 
rake me up, and would not have ſpared me more 
than he did the poor Reformed of Daulphine, when 
he went thither to Preach lo efficacioully, by an ex- 


traordinary Miſhon in Quality of Captain of 


Dragoons. 

| muſt, Sir, Adore here God's. Providence, 
who kept me in midft of theſe Dangers; who 
not giving me yet all the neceſſary light, nor re- 
ſolution enough to break with you,gave me yet the 
confidence to remain. among lo many Enemies, 
who were long fince angry with me: For man 
years ago, my Kindred, and Canons Regular of 
Saint Genevieve, being informed from all hands of 
the liberty I rook to ſpeak in particular Converſa» 
tions, nay, to Preach allo publickly againſt the 
abuſes of the Eccleſiaſtical power ; of the Superſti- 
ousWorſhip; of the Phartſaical Hypocriſy of the 
Monks, and the Prieſts; of the dangerous Policy 
of the whole Clergy ; delfigned ofcen to declare 
me fool, and to treat me accordingly. How great 
Happinels, Sir, to be believ'd fool by the World- 
ly People, fince this folly ( as-Saint Pau! calls ir ) 
is the true Wiſdom in the ſight of God ! 

This lncention ( | ſay) ſo much worthy of 
your Religion, was not unknown to me ; for ma- 
ny. threatned me, and others warned me of this 
danger. Not- 
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Notwithſtanding this, as I waz not convinced 
of all the cruth I looked tor, - and was yer intang- 
led in ſome Errors, [ continued as one aſleep, in 
midſt of thoſe who contrived my Ruin, and upon 
the brink of a.Precipice : Bur | was allo under the 
Protection of God, who alone knew the day and 
the hour which he appointed for my Salvation ; 
he ſhut your Eyes, and {topped up your Ears for 
my good; Inſomuch, thar all the diſcourles 2nd 
reports of my Kinſ[men, of our Canons of Sr. Ge- 
nevive, and of \my Pariſhioners, by which they 
intended to Ruine me, hindered not you a Fort- 
night before my eſcape, to give a very good 
Teſtimony of my Manners and Behaviour, be- 
fore the moſt 1Iluſtrious Perſons ; I mean, that the 
15th, of July laſt, you told in the Preſence of 
Monfieur Le Duke, the Montauſter, of Madame, thc 
Dutcheſs of Ukzels his Daughter, and of many other Per- 
lons of the firſt quality, That Twas a very Honeſt man, 
and my Life and Converſation was very good. This 
Maſter Sanlecque, Prior of Garnay, a very Honeſt 
man, who was preſent at this Meeting, related 
ro me. Pray, Sir, be not Angry with him for that, 
for [never made him partaker of my.deſign : You 
have ſaid the fame to Monſieur de Menars, Intendant 
of 'Paris ;, he himſelf did: me the favour to tell it 
me, and adviſed me not to go out of your Dioceſs, 
becauie you were well afieQionared to me. * 1

thank you, Sir, that knowing me (as you did) 
you didn e Juſtice by your Teſtimonies, and that 
you added often many Prailes, which I was not 
worthy of. 

Nevertheleſs, I muſt confeſs, your favours were 
very dangerous to me: This good will towards 
me,of a Perlon of ſo great merit,deceived me, and 
impoſed upon my mind ; and I donot know well 
whether the fear of ſhewing my lelf Ingrateful, 
hath not leſſened the difhculties I had about your 
Religion, and whether it hath not cauſed me to 
defer for a while the rendering of my Duty to God. 

Bur whilſt you defended me without, againſt 
men, God attack'd me happily within , and 
broke, by the ſtrength of his Grace, all the impedi- 
ments which I had ſet againft my own Salvation, 

He inipired me efficaciouſly to abandon a 
Church in which my heart was never contented, 
in which my Conſcience was always grieved , 
ſometimes upon one point of Faith, ſometimes 
upon another, and ſometimes upon all contro- 
verted Articles. 

But at laſt this lucky moment happened, in 
which God gave me- light and refoiution enough 
ro accompliſh the deſign I had long fince, to re- 
nouncea Religion which appear'd to me to have 
many things borrow'd from the Jews and Heathens. 
I cauled my goods to be. tranſported into Paris, 

| Es there 
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there to be fold. This removal ofmy goods was 
obſerved by many People, and no body queſti- 
oned more my deſign: You your lelf being con- 
vinced of it, endeavour'd to ruine the good opi- 
nion you had given of me by publick Teſtimonies. 

Remember, Monſieur, the indignation you had 
conccived againſt me inthat time, and your extra- 
ordinary caange, which obliges me allo to change, 
and to give an anfiver co your Malice and Fury, 
as it deſerves. How comes itto paſs, Monſieur , 
That the 15th. of July you ſaid wonderful things in 
my praiſes, and before irreproachable and 1llu- 
ſtriousW :rneſſes; and che Firſt day of the following 
Month, you cauſed to be reported i my Pariſh, at 
Claye, at Lagny,at Meaux, 1 hat took pleaſure in 19- 
thing but riding on Horſeback ; That I was fitter for a 
Camp than for the Church; That I was a ſhame to my 
Kindred; and that of a lons time Thad not faid Maſs 
but careleſly; That I am a Prophane , and an Flere: 
tick, a Rogue ,, and a Banattto. 

What ſtrange Palinody ! Am | then Metomor- 
phized ina Fortnight? No Monſieur] am no other 
man; and except the changing of a corrupted Reli- 
gi0n into another holy one,[ am always the lame; [ 
can prove toyou, that you need not recant what 
you have often faid in my Praiſe. For you 
well know [ could have fold my Living at a good 
rate, eſpecially it being in che good Rare where-

Many People offer- am 
cd me a great deal of Money for it, but I would by

Bur at laſt, ſince God hath been pleaſed to de- 
liver me out of your hands, and to guide me into 
thoſe Countreys your V lence cannot reach, ne- 
ver hope to have me inthe clutches of your Ty- 
ranny again. Nevertheleſs, I defire to acknow- 
ledge your Supream Power once more 1a my Life; 
and to the end | may render to you my laſt ho- 
mage, I relolved to acquaint you with the reaſons 
of the change God hath been pleaſed to work in 
me; you {hall lee mony motives of it in ano- 
ther * Diſcourſe directed to you, after l _ 
nave pronounced i it publickly; but [ re- 
ferved ſome other to tell you them here privately. 

You helped me very much, Sir, to my Con- 
verſion, with your emmnonr: [ can't dillemblc 
it, you (if I may lo lay) edified me by your 
Scandals. Your Expoſition of Catholick Faith, 
ſo famous in all the world, made mecthiak you do 
not believe. what you Teach, and you retain the 
truth jn lnjuſtice : This Book a great while age 
imprinted in me a bad, bur a true opinion of you 
Doctrine. I could not bea wicnels of ene fits of 
your Anger againſt the Reformed of your Dios 
ceſs, withour pitying them, and conceiving ſome 
{ndig- 


t Enplifhed. 
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ladignation againſt you. I could not compare 
the f; _—_ of your Miſſions with your Paſtoral 
Letrer, Dated on 24th. of March 1686 without 
bei: ag Hog :ded ( as many others have been ) you 
had no fincerity; for you boaſt in this Letter, 
That none of your new Catholicks have ever un- 
dergone any Viglence, ether m Peron or in Goods, 
= © ++ chat they came agam to you qui- 
etly, and volwitarily ; you appeal to their own teſti- 
_ for it. Yon know it very well (ſay you. ) 

O Monſieur! How dare you ſay ſo ? Did I not 
ſee with my own Eyes the extream violence you 
exerciſed in Perſon againſt all this People, for 
( except a certain branded Woman of the Lizys 
Town } whom for Charities ſake I omit to name, 

and whom you called your Conqueſt, and carried 
as trim p! bantly in your own Coach, to draw 0- 
thers with her as with a Bait ; except (1 ſay) this 
notoriouſly branded Woman, who perhaps abjured 
willingly her Religion ; all the reſt were con- 
{tr.in'd rodoit by the Soldiers whom you cauſed 
to pals and repaſs through your Dioceſs in the 
time of your Miſſions, and by continual Threat- 
nings made to them, even in the Sermons you 
ave pronounced at Clay b-fore Monſieur L*Inten- 
dnt, whom from tae Pulpit you called your Se- 
cond jn this Expedition. Was I no: a Witneſs of 
the power and efhcacy of your Preaching, of your 
Art 
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Art and Induſtry in honouring the Miniſtry, 
when they cartied violently into your Epiſcopal Pa- 
lace all the Proteſtants of the Villages of Nanteull, 
Qumcy, Conde, Exc. ? For tis true, in le(s than two 
Hours, you perſuaded them of ail your Myſteries ; 
but all this quick ſucceſs came of their being with- 
out any Miniſter to detend them in this Contro- 
verly, from this great Epilcopal Luſter, and 
Splendor which attended you, and dazled their 
Eyes; But more eſpecially from the fierce pre- 
fence of lome Officers of War, whom yon never 
wanted, and who always helped you very much 
:n your defign, by ſprinkling upon all your Di- 
{courles, a- great deal of energy and ſtrengti , 
which rook them all up in a moment, and con- 
ſtrain'd them to embrace your Opinions. You pre- 
ſently gave them your Blefling, with a full power 
of Communicating , after the Roman fathion ; 
thus you bewitched them ; bur your Charm con- 
tinued but a little while. For every body knows, 
That in going out of your Palace, all your con- 
verted People abhorr'd your Violence ; we heard 
them publickly Recant, what you conſtrain'd them 
ro Sign in your Chamber : They, methinks, ſhew'd 
enough their Repentance; for a few Days after 
they met together near Nanteuil, to Pray to God, 
and to beg his Pardon, for the ſcandal they gave 
one to another, in ſurrendring themſelves to your 
C Violence, 
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Violence. But this occaſion manifeſted alſo, you 
are not in the right to boaſt of your great Sweet- 
neſs and Kindneſs ( as you do: ) fince you were 
tranſported with fo violent Wrath, that you cauſed 
many of chem to be Condemned to Death. *Tis 
true, that calling your ſelt an Imitator of St. Auſtin, 
ivho was uſed to take the Criminals out of the 
hands of the Judges, or cauled their Puniſhment 
£0 be diminiſhed ; you procured to change the Sen» 
tence of Death, into that of the Gallies ; but you 


came ſhort of the Charity of this Holy man ; For | 
he was not contented to ask the Magiſtrates for a | 


ſimple moderation of Puniſhing in behalf of the 
Criminals, when he could obtain for them a free 
and full deliverance from it. Yon on the contra- 


ry,who over-ru'ld the Sentence (Monſieur L'Inten- | 


dant, having an order to follow what you ſhould 
think fit ) inſtead of cauſing thoſe Innocents to be 
wholly delivered from the inflited Pains, you 
changed their Puniſhment into a more inſuppor- 
table one, the Condemnation to the Gallies 
being worle than death it ſelt. 

If this be your kindneſs, how muſt we call what 
you did at ( laye > When in obedience to your order 
Benjamm Gode Chyrurgion, was commanded to ex- 
ercile his profeſſion no more ; when according to 
your Commands, the Widow call'd Teftar, had her 
Eldeſt Son taken from her; and in like manner

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was the woman called Boiſſeleay taken up tor no 
other reaſon, but becauſe ſhe was very well verſed in 
her Catechiſm, and highly encouraged her compa- 
nions, not to comply with your bad Exhortations : 
When having cauled the (iraſſiers, Commanded 
by Monſieur de la Chaiſe, the Nephexy of Father de la 
Chaiſe, ro come to ( laye , you got together all the 
Proteſtants in the Monſieur D' Herouville his Houle, 
and told them, Unleſs they would Abjure their Re- 
ligion, and become Catholicks, you would bring 
into their Houles theſe Soldiers, who woul(d: gperturn 
their brains, Make, Sir, make if you can, theſc 
actions to agree with what you boaſt of, viz. That 
:one of the Proteſtants of your Dioceſs, have ever under- 
zone any Violence, either mn Perſon, or az Goods, and 
that they all came agam to you quietly. 

Again,can this be accounted a great Moderation 
in you, to have procured, That a Phyſician of the 
la Ferre fous- Jonaire, called Moncean, Eighty Nine 
Years old, ſhould be thruſt into a Monaſtery, 
with ſome circumſtances full of Barbariry / Thar 
Eight or Ten Dragoons {ſhould be ſent to a 
Wood-fellar, called Laviron, of the fame Town ; 
That Thirty of them ſhould be Quartered upon 
Moniteur de la Sermoiſe, Gentleman of Brie ; That 
his Wifc and his Daughter thould be taken from 
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what God hath joined with the faſteſt bonds; Call 
(Ifay ) thoſe actions as you pleaſe: But as to 
what you did at the fame Claze, whereof I am 
witnels, in ordcr to pervert 1/aac ( ochart, {1ck to 
Death, Pray Sir, pardon me, and do nor accule 
me of Paſſion, if I callic Fury. 

This (I muſt contels) madetoo deep an m1 
preliion in my Imagination, and too fſenfib] 
wounded my heart, not to be forced to ——_ 
you with It in this place. 

This Faithful Chriltian, ſceing the Churches 
dcſolation, and the falling down of his Bicthren, 
feared nothing fo much as to 11k with them. He 
encouraged himſelt night and day, with God's 
Word, to Fight the good Fight: He look'd upon 
approaching Death, as upon a ſure Haven againſt 
your Perſecution. He was contented to depart 
this Life, provided he could carry away his undef - 
led Faith committed to him, and bring it betore 
the Tribunal of his own Judge. 

You opporees Sir, his pious deſign 1n a {trange 
manner ; we law you come to this Parient, accom- 
panicd with Monheur L'Iatendant, with Monlieur 
ie Lieutenant General of Mex, bearing in his hand 
a Letter Signed by the King ; the Provoſt of the 
 Marechaux being preſent, with a band of his Ar- 
chers; a Cart was ready at the door for carrying 


away the Patient, that is, to Kill him,

O what Apoſtleſhip ! Is this the equipage of arr 
Evangelical Preacher £ 

You made to him a long Controverſy, full of 
Injuries ; and ſeeing him conſtant i in his Faith, cry- 
ed you nor out, all craniported with Anger, - ts 
ſoon as he ſhall be ded, let his Body bs drawn to an 
Allay-ſ! ſt. ill like a led Dog : 

You came again to him, you ollicized him 
with Promiles and Threatnings ; you told him 
you were ready to take from him his dear 
and only Son, thatis, like an Induitrious Tem- 
prer,you try'd him in the moſt ſenſible part,and tore 
his Entrals. 

Where i3 then, again Sir, the oreat kindnels and 
fweetneis you boa it of this Cruel Spectacle inz 
deed converted me by little and little. 

What (aid I to my {eit), 1s 1t poilible that 2 

Biſhop,only to conrinue in the favour of the Court, 
ſhou!d attempt: upon the Conſciences, which im- 

1ediarely and abſolutely depend of God alone ? 
What Apoſtle , Whar Churches Father, Whar 
lawful Council, cver taught, ro ſtablith the Faith 
in the Hcart with violence? ? The primicive Church 
uſed a great deal of Circumlpection, before the 
adminiltring of the Sacrament to thole that were 
ſuſpetted of hereſy or wicked life, She try'd 
them a long time, that ſo one might have a moral 
aſſurance of their Faith and Holineſs ; the admit. 
red 
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ed them not ſo much as to her meeting ; fo far was 
he from inviting them to the holy Table : Where- 
a5 our armed Biſh op, Monſieur de Meanx, con- 
{trains thoſe whom he ought ro belieye, accor- 
ding to his principles, to be Hereticks, Schiſmaticks, 
and prophane Perſons, not only to come into his 
Church, bur allo to ear what he teaches to be the 


realBody and Blood of Chriſt;according to his Do- 


Etrine, he gives to the Dogs, whatis the moſt Hol 

Thing upon the Earth and inHeaven:AsPilate deli- 
vercd Telus Chrift to the Jews for fear of (efay ; 

in like manner, Monſieur de Meayx delivers Je- 
{us Chriſt to his Enemies by an unworthy compli- 
ance to his Prince. When theſe Hereticks (aid [ ) 
havein their prophane Mouths the Sayiour of the 
World, they ſhall inſult and mock him, boaſting 
as Pilate in the Goſpel, that they have power over him, 


mi! that his own Nation and his Prelates, gave them 


*5 power, by dclivering him to them. 

O how much more ( added I) are the Here- 
ticks Relpectul for the Holy Signs of the Body 
and Blood of Jetus Chriſt, than Monſieur de Meaux 
and the other like him, for what they atirm to be 
Jetus Chriit himlelt ! 

This indeed your behaviour, approved almoſt of 
all Biſhops, your Brethren, ought co terminate all 
Our Giſpute ab« ut Religion ; It 1s 4 Compendiuin 
of . Controverſy eaſte to be underſtood of 3a! 
men of any ſenſe. | treat

*T was doubtlels to blot out the ſhame in which 
your bad ſi;cceſs involuesyou, Thar in the Con- 
vocation of the Proteſtants that you call'd at Claye, 
in the time of your Miſſions, and in the preſence of 
Monſicur L' Intendant, you told all the Aſſembly in 
the midſt of your Diſcourſe, Not they alone Were 0b- 

inate im their Religion, but that they were in this, like * 
all the other Proteſtants of France ; all the People 
who were preſent took notice of theſe words, and 
made ule of them to their own purpole : A Perſon 
of Quality held me by the Arm,and whifper'd me 
in the ear, |Vas there ever a greater extravagancy ? Conld 
be have invented an argument leſs fit to perſwade this Peg- 
ple ? but ( added he ) Monſieur de Meaux ts aſhamed of 
having ſo flenderly promoted the Jeſwts, and the Courts 
deſiqn, and with this Diſcourſe ke endeavours to juſtifie 
himſelf before Monſiewr LIntendant, to the end that 
his report and teſtimony,nay keep him in the Court from 
any Reproach, 

Seriouſly, Sir, all this your behaviour ſometimes 
politickly Gentle, ſometimes paſſionately Violent, 
ſcarce ever Sincere, and never Chriſtian, ſhook 
ſtrongly my Conſcience. But (I confeſs to you ) 
(1 ſerved not my ſelf ſoon enough of your Miſſi- 
ons and Sermons ; I ought not, fince I knew you, 
to have remain'd ſo much as one moment with you 
under 
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under the pretence of any ſlight difficulties which 
{till poſſeſſed me : and the truth is, I put my (elf 
in danger of loſing the grace of my Converſion, 
when I delayed (olong to accept it. 


Ic was perhaps God's will it ſhould be ſo, in 


- order both to mine, and your Converſion. By 


God's Grace 1 led you the way in the Race, be 
not aſhamed to follow me. 

O how abundantly, would your Converſion 
make amends for your Scandals! As for me, [1 
am not lo conſiderable in the World, that my 
Converſion ſhould produce any great effect therc- 
in, Its chief, and perhaps its only fruit ſhall be 
for me. I was broughtup unfortunately in dark- 
neſs, in the company of Lazy perſons; whole 
ſociety and ill manners kept me unknown. As1 
conſumed unfruictully the beſt days of my Life, 
the reſt ofchem will be perhaps profitable to-none. 
But you, Sir, who appear almoſt above all with 
the Splendor of your Dignity, and acuteneſs of 
your Wit; with your Learning, and lo many 
other very raregifts of Nature and Fortune ; you 
may {er forth in our days wonderful things in fight 
of all the World, if you pleaſe ro imploy for the 
Truth, all chat Wit you have hicherro made uſe of 
ro fight againſt it, Your Converiton would be 
Famous, by the enlarging of our Saviour's King. 
dom ; and perhaps by the ſudden decay of the Em- 

pire 
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-pirc of theAntichriſt: I may afNlure you, That as your 
dangerous Books hold open the coor of the Pic, 
ro many Thouſand Souls, whom you keep from 
their Converſion : Your changing of Doctrine and 
Religion, opening the Eyes of abuled Chriſtians, 
would introduce them to Salvation, 

Conſider what power God hath truſted you 
with; Are you not afraid leſt he require of you a 
ſevere account of it at the dreadtul Day ; wherein 
being expolcd to the very Truth and Juſtice, you 
will not find atthe feer of his Tribunal any ſuch 
Cowards, and Intereſied Flatterers, as will render 
vou praiſes, for the Poiton your Books have pre- 
tented them 2? 

[ would not be obliged to tax you of being 
not Sincere ; I fear leſt this very Reproach ſhould 
increaſe in youthis bad point of Honour, which 
makes ſo many peopleto pcriih : But for God's 
{ſake look with pity upon your owa Soul, and do 
not Sacrifice it ro humane. and. worldly reſpects ; 
Time is ſhort, Death is not far off, Judgment 
approaches, Eternity 1s at hand ; if theſe dread- 
ful things ought to make an impreſſion upon the 
minds of the youngelt ; what efte&t ought they 
not topreduce in the Soul of a Prelate above ſeven- 
ty Years old ? Caſt away then this dangerous point 


of Honour, it 1s a Serpent which you teed in your 


Bolom for your own ruin ; {hall this wicked Ho- 
nour

a bad Party, bealways dearer to you than Intereſt 
of the Truth, than the Salvation of your Soul, 
than Gods glory ?
